Market for Stumps : 

A new industry in the region at the 
head of the lakes is the sBathering of 
the tree stumps for use. in the Maino 
shipyards. A:large number of. wooden, 
shtps are bullt every year, and it has 
been found that the most efficient cor- 
ner-Draces are those made from these 
stumps, and hundreds are’ shipped east 
‘every day. The roots of the trees and 
a short section of the stump are used 
in moting the braces, and stumpa 
from. trees about a foot in diameter 
are found to be the best. The atamp fs 
taken from. the ground and roughly 
hewn into shape before being shipped, 
After Its recoipt at the shipyards tt 
is mado Into a perfect brace. The cost 
of a carload of the atunps Js close to 
$400, and the freight charges run over 
$100 A car.—Milwaukee Sentine), -
